McDonald. It’s a slick, professional, clean- 
sounding album, mastered for the radio,” 
says Sepe. “A good portrayal of where 
we are, and where we're going.” 

Pretentiously, we ask the interviewing 
question, “if the band [members] are 
maturing as song writers,” which evokes 
a groan. "Yeah, we've said that before.” 
They've also been asked so many times 
before about the spate of Celtic bands 
and the so-called Canadian Celtic revival 
around the country. “Very few people 
think we are from Canada,” says Allen, 
after rolling his eyes at the question. 
“The ‘Celtic’ term itself is fairly 
ambiguous. We can’t knock the scene 
though, that’s for sure - it’s healthy. We 
don’t want to pigeon-hole ourselves 
entirely, but we can’t get away from it 
either. That’s where we stem from, and 
that’s all right.” , 

As for the reasoning behind the 
revival, Sepe laughs. “Hey it’s cool now 
for young people to listen to an 
accordion in a band.” So cool in fact the 
Mahones got themselves on the 
soundtrack for the flick Ce/tic Pride. 

“It was great to see a contract that 
said ‘The Mahones' and ‘Hollywood 
Pictures’ in one sentence,” said Allen. 
Sepe adds, “It’s on the credit roll, so 
someone said that we must be really big 
with the people who clean up movie 
theatres -. yeah. we've got this mad. 
underground fan-base of:maintenance 
people...WHOO...Mahones! Party! Fuck 
cleaning up!” 

We ask about radio play, MuchMusic 
and success formulas in general. “A lot of 


bands that:don’t work as much as the . 


Mahones, don’t get a chance to build up 
a fan base until they get radio play. Or 
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the MANDONGS 


videos on MuchMusic. It’s as if they are 


waiting for that, before they go on the 


road,” says Allen. 

“We haven't. had this much 
press...ever,” adds Sepe. “We've been 
touring for three years. You’ve got to go 
out there, bite the bullet.” As for radio 
play, Allen says, “Right now we’re 
charting on college charts, which is great. 
We have 50 stations across the country 
who play us.” 

The Mahones have been touring a lot 
of US. markets, working the boroughs, 
even the Irish quarters in the Bronx. They 
plan, with their new agent, to break into 
other countries next year. “Get yourself a 
good agent, pay your twenty points to 


him,” Allen suggests to any serious 


bands. “A lot of bands think it’s a waste - 
but Hollywood Pictures doesn’t talk to 
bands, they talk to band managers.” 

What about this Seattle-looking 
Kingston place anyway, guys? 
“Kingston,” says Sepe, “has been that 
way for years. A lot of bands starting in 
Kingston are really lucky to have the 
examples they have now. There is a 
framework, a support system, bands help 
each other out.” 

We all then go on a major name- 
dropping session, bond on the number of 
donut shops we can list in downtown 
Kingston, and start pouring the beers.

his was compiled from two different gab sessions with those four popster punx from 
Calgary, Chixdiggit. The first such session was back on May 18 of this year when they 


‘played their first gig in Victoria to hype their self-titled Sub Pop release. The second was a 


few weeks ago, on a speaker phone with K.J. and Mike, when they made a return visit-on 


“October 24. The following is the payoff... 


The first time | got to really talk to Chixdiggit was while helping them unload their 
gear, playing touch football in the alley behind the Limit, and munching on greasy fries 
and burgers at the Day and Night Restaurant on Yates — not exactly how you would 
expect to interact with Canada’s hottest young band. You would expect attitude to the 
extreme, and you couldn't be blamed for thinking that way about a band whose quick 
rise to recognition has gotten them signed to Seattle’s Sub Pop records. — 

The four post-teens of Ghixdiggit do agree, however, that it was a long and hard path. 
They are definitely more serious about their music than they were four years ago when 


‘they made Chixdiggit t-shirts for a then non-existent band as a joke and then found they 


had to get serious when many t-shirt buyers wanted to hear the band’s music. The result 
was the infamous four-track self-released tape, Humped. | 

When it comes right down to it, lead vocalist K.J. Jansen, guitarist Mark O'Flaherty, 
bassist Mike Eggermont, and drummer Jason Hirsch all seem like the guys you grew up 
with in high school — they just all happen to know how to play music. The only problem 
with these guys is getting them to talk seriously about things. 

When asked about the band’s songwriting, Jansen said, without missing a beat, “Well, 
you see, we take all the pee and poo jokes and distil them to the raw form...” 

“And then we test them on people.in arcades!” added Eggermont. 

“We write about things that fuck us up, like not being able to drum in public 
anymore,” said Jansen, referring to Victoria's anti-drum bylaw. 

Next came the subject of their fan-favourite song “(I Feel Like) Gerry Cheevers (Stitch 
Marks on My Heart),” about the Boston Bruins’ Hall of Fame goaltender. When asked 
about why the song was written, Jansen said it was recorded specifically to go on the 
1994 Wrong Records compilation Johnny Hanson Presents: Puck Rock Vol. 1, but it was 
bumped last minute because of what he perceives as an ego trip on the part of the 
project heads, the Vancouver/Victoria band, The Hanson Brothers. “We were forced on 
them...so they decided not to let the song on the album.” 

_ As for their signing to Sub Pop, the band feels that not a whole lot has changed for 
them, other than the fact that they now have an album to their credit. Their Sub Pop 
signing took place in the summer of ‘95, when a Sub Pop executive saw them play in 
Seattle. He was so impressed by their performance, he approached them and asked them 
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if they would like to “talk” with him. Although that talk consisted of getting drunk and 
bowling, the process had begun, and four months later, the respective lawyers hammered 
out a three-album deal for Chixdiggit. 

The first spawn of this deal was the self-titled Sub Pop debut — an album they 
originally wanted to call To K.J., Your Friend, Wayne Gretzky (after an autograph Jansen 
got from the Great One in 1984). That title was nixed by Sub Pop and Gretzky's agent. 
The album was recorded in much the same way the Humped cassette was: in their houses 
with the production help of Brent Cooper of Huevos Rancheros fame. 

Then came the non-stop touring behind the album. Chixdiggit has been touring on 
the Sub Pop release for over a half.a year. Touring has been an exhausting trial for these 
three-year veterans of the Calgary music scene, even more so on this tour because every 
media publication and radio station wants to talk to them for reasons ranging from their 
name, to the "Gerry Cheevers” song, to the Sub Pop. signing. Before, they were used to 
touring, getting paid and moving on. “Now it seems like we have to justify ourselves,” 
said a woeful Eggermont. 

The stories they have to tell about being on the road over the last three-plus years 
range from the grotesque to the downright dangerous. Jansen recalls seeing a coroner 
take a body out of the hotel they were staying at; he also told about a time: when they 
were driving on the freeway in St. Louis and almost ran over the body of a man who had 
already been run over while trying to cross it. They all talked about when their van 
flipped in eastern Canada and tossed their gear all over the side of the road. 

But with a few months to go on_this North-American tour, before they go back in the 
studio, they will continue to play games in their van — such as the perennial favourite, 
the farting contest — until they hit that next town where they will talk about Sub Pop, 


talk about the new album, tell the same stories, and, oh yeah, blow the roof off the club 


they're playing at that night. A

The emphasis behind starting Hard to Say canfe the first time Neil saw Hudson Mack 
play. "They are so high energy, just such an amazing band." So in October of 1995, Neil 
and Vanya recruited JP to play drums, since he was the only drummer-they knew. JP had 
known Neil from jamming with him in an ‘AC/DC industrial-type band’ up at the UVIC 
dorms.

Since then, Hard to Say have played a variety of all-ages shows and parties in Victoria, 
as well as across Canada. Although they aren't adamant about not playing bars, Vanya, JP 
and Neil all agree that all-ages shows ‘in Victoria are’ something that's important to them. 
Whether it's food bank donations at the door, or playing a benefit show, the positive 
atmosphere is something "that shines through at most of the shows," says Neil. "It’s a lot 
better to play i insan environment where everyone's just there for the music, " Vanya says. 

As for the reason for releasing vinyl instead of’ a demo cassette, the members of Hard 
to Say all agree. that they prefer vinyl over other formats. “It's the warmth and feel’ of 
vinyl,” says Vanya. “Compact Discs are more expensive and therefore less accessible to the 
people we play to," says Neil. The songs for the 7-inch were recorded by their friend’Dave 
Anderson, in exchange for $15 and a foot-long Italian sub. From there, 500 iy Hea were 
pressed up at Alberti Records in California.

he New Grand is a band from London, Ontario, which many people are not : famniliat : 


with. The band, composed of Mike Clive (vocals, bass), Malcolm ‘Naughtin’ Scott 
(guitar), Pat Morgan (drums), and Tim Smith (vocals, guitar), have only been together for 
1 1/2 years. Being a young band living in such a big country, The New Grand have a lot of 
territory to cover. ie | 

“We have a lot to learn,” states Mike. “This is our first time playing in BC, and we've 
only toured out of Ontario a couple of times. Not many péople out west know about us.

Mike and the boys do have the advantage of bein on a very successful indie label,

_The New Grand recently played their first show in the U.S., opening for some local bands

You may remember exactly where you 
were seven years ago when you heard 
that fourteen female engineering 
students at L’Ecole Polytechnique in 
Montreal had been shot and killed. The 
killer entered the school and deliberately 
_ singled out the women who were to 
become his victims screaming “Women to 
one side! You are all feminists! | hate 
feminists!” He then methodically shot 
them. 

During the months following the 
massacre, the media constructed it as an 
“incomprehensible act of violence.” But 
is it really beyond our understanding? Do 
we really believe that yet another 

‘manifestation of violence _ is 
“incomprehensible”? For if we think 
about it, we cannot help but realize that 
there is no mystery to his type of 
violence. Yet the opinion that this was an 
isolated incident of random and 
unintelligible violence committed by one 
deranged man persists. 

The December 6 tragedy affected us 
individually and collectively. Suddenly, 


the idea that women could be free from. 


fear could only be seen for what it was: a 


myth. Suddenly, the whole of Canadian - 


society saw itself, if only for a moment, as 
implicated by violence against women. 
Suddenly, the possibility that misogyny 
was systemic and violent became real. 

* In that historical moment, the door 
was opened and fourteen names flowed 


out. And through those names some part. 


of the truth was carried forward. 

We must now ask ourselves: Why did it 
take that particular act, those particular 
names, to open that door? Why is it that, 
every week. in Canada, so many women 
who are First Nations or poor or

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prostitutes or young or old or disabled or 
lesbian or coloured are sexually assaulted 
and bashed and killed because of who 
they are? Why, when we know that eight 
out of ten First Nations women will be 
assaulted in her lifetime? That five in ten 
women with disabilities will be subjected 
to abuse? That one in eight girls will be 
physically attacked before puberty? That 
in 1989, the same year as the Montreal 
massacre, 119 women were murdered in 


_ Canada by current or former husbands or 


partners? And that every ~-17 minutes a 
sexual assault involving forced 
penetration is committed in Canada? 

We have been horrified by the 
Montreal massacre, but by not being 
horrified in each of these instances we 
have failed to recognize the multiple 
levels on which hate and violence are 
experienced. The massacre on Dec. 6, 
1989 did not bring outrage, even 
momentarily, at the violence perptuated 


‘through classism, because those fourteen 


victims were middle class women in a 
professional school; it did not bring 
outrage, even momentarily, at the 
violence perpetuated through racism, 
because each of those fourteen victims 
were white... 

This year, in the enduring struggle 
against silence we once again prepare 
ourselves to commemorate December 6. 
We brace ourselves to bring forth the 
memories and the names of those 
women, murdered by the hands of a man 
who was not as anomolous as some 
would hold him out to be, and to 
recognize and face the links between 
that act of violence and the existence of 
wider, systemic power inequalities and 
the violence that permeates every aspect 
of our society, whether driven by racism, 
or colonialism, or classism, or ableism, or 
ageism or homophobia, or sexism, or any 
combination of these. 

December 6 is also about coming 
together. It is about mobilizing against 
the way power is distributed and 
operated throughout society. It is about 
gathering our strength and supporting 
each other in our efforts to oppose hate 
in all of its manifestations. It is about 
making the connections and sharing the 
tools that will help us push that door 
open, yet again, more completely and for

RAISING COMMUNITY 
STANDARDS

FUV's arinual Sex-FM took place this 
wspast November 13. Sex-FM is the 
annual tribute that campus/community 
radio stations across the nation 
participate in to challenge the arbitrary 
and unreasonable licensing conditions 
placed on CKDU-FM Halifax in 1993. 
CKDU-FM had aired “Language of 
Desire,” a poem by Beth Brand and a 
satirical piece by Renee Penny and 
Michael Weir called Lily and Christian as 
part of its “All Day - All Gay” 


programming. In response to one letter . 


of complaint from one listener regarding 
the broadcast, the Canadian Radio 
Television Commision (CRTC) initiated the 
first ever broadcast restrictions written 
into a radio station's license in Canada. 
Thus, the homophobic and repressive 
morality of one individual managed to 
effectively silence an entire community's 
efforts to access radio with their own 
voice and vision. 

The CRTC decision enforces the 
requirements that the station's 
programming must “at all times” be 
acceptable under “existing community 
standards.” The CRTC did not elaborate 
on its use of the phrases “generally 
accepted audience values” or 
“community standards.” However, the 
CRTC did remind CKDU that “the use of 
the public airways confers a responsibility 
on licensees to broadcast programming 
that, at all times, is acceptable under 
existing community standards (CRTC 94- 


' 106).”. We, at CFUV, acknowledge this 


responsibility and to that effect, we 
would like to ensure that all 
represented in 
programming!

consideration. 

This bottom line is that CFUV is like no 
other station in the area.

We 
would like to hear from anyone 
interested in telling us what's “News” to 
them.

SO ataleada members, Thermos. Malling 
and Bob Log Ill, have a unique slant 
on the do-it-yourself ethic: they not only 
record all their music themselves on 
cheap analogue equipment, usually in 
one take, but they also piss off the FCC 
(Federal Communication Commision—the 
American equivalent to the CRTC) by 
broadcasting their music via their own 
pirate radio transmitter as they travel 
across the States. About two years ago, 
- Doo Rag were in the news when they, 
along with their engineer, were jailed for 
jamming German radio waves for over an 
hour with a broadcast they called “Radio 
_ Free Hamburg,” a session represented by 
‘a bonus untitled track (and perhaps their 
most imaginative work) at the end of 
What We Do. 

The rest of the album is a collection of 
in-house and live recording sessions done 
since 1993. To say that What We Do 
oozes coolness is an understatement: all 
- tracks are done in such a fashion that 
each tune sounds like it was written and 
then played on the spot. Mistakes are left 
‘in many of the songs—for instance, the 
sound of a cymbal toppling over on the 
album’s catchiest track, “Kick Down"— 
and no re-mixing is done so that many 
tracks are not in true stereo and some 
even have poor quality “hiss.” : 

Malling and Log are also audio 
experimentalists in the truest sense. John 
Cage would be truly pleased to hear this 
album, as many tracks stray from their 
main thematic phrasings and 
subsequently. deconstruct them,
